Must Deal W ith Facts. 
“We are called upon to render the 
country a great service In more mat­ 
ters than one.

facts as they are, and not worked out 
as lf we were beginners. 
We are to 
deal with the facts of our own day, 
with the facts of no other, and to 
make laws which square with those 
facta. 
“It is best, indeed it is necessary, to 
begin with the tarifT. I will urge noth­ 
ing upon you now at the opening of 
your session which can obscure that 
first object or divert our energies 
from that clearly defined duty.

It is expected that Senator Lewis 
will be the same picturesque character 
in the senate that he was in the house 
and that he has been in public life 
ever since Lie iii st burst upon the vi­ 
sion of the American people. 
I predict

House Much Changed.

er in Asia and the near east.

000 mnrks. comes

friends un whose discretion they de 
pended, to say more or less bitter tilings 
about th e em peror’s love for peace and 
to m ake dire predictions as to whit lier 
his very real aversion for w ar w as 
likely to lead th e country. 
It Is now retorted , however, th at tile 
kaiser has become convinced th at tile 
tim e to act lins arrived and th at the 
new proposal was inspired by him. 
It 
is fairly certain. In any event, th a t he 
Is the a u th o r of the proposal thnt 1.000.- 
000.000 m arks be raised by tax atio n on 
the co u n try ’s great fortunes and thn t 
th e princes su rren d er for this purpose 
their ordinary exem ption from ta x a ­ 
tion. 
Tile em peror has pointed out th a t 
the year 1813 was a year of u n ex­ 
ampled sacrifices by the people and 
th a t no better wny could be found to 
celebrate tile anniversary of the free­ 
ing of Prussia from tile foreign yoke 
than by this sacrifice 
T he ex ten t of the sacrifice proposed 
can be Judged from the fact th at the 
entire taxable valuation of the G er­ 
m an em pire probably does not exceed 
200,000.000,000 marks, or $50,000,000,-
